The Reds are arafenite creeping up 
on, Warsaw. They are reported now to 
be only sixty kilometers [37% miles] 
away. 

Towns and points of vantage are 
changing hands daily, but the Polish 
official communique interprets the bat- 
tle as successful for the. Poles. 

Poles Take Two Towns. 

Terespol finally has been -retaken 
by the Poles. It has changed hands 
several times. South of Brest-Litovsk, 
where the Poles drove the Reds across 
the Bug, the Poles have taken Mokran. 

Along the Bug ‘there is fighting in 
the region of Halkinow, where the 
Poles are counter-attacking, and at 
Sokolow, which the Reds are attack- 
ing. 

In the region of Janow, west of the 
Bug, three 4undred Reds surrendered 
after having achieved suceesses which 
brought them across the river, 

Red Gains Reported. 

Red gains are reported’ west of ; 
Brest-Litovek, the Reds having reached 
Piczevad where the Poles are putting’ 
up a stiff fight. . 

Hostilities are going on all along 
' the southern front but there has been 
no gain for the Reds. 

Ostrolenka, on the Narew river, 
northeast of Warsaw, has been cap- 
tured by the bolsheviki after a two 
days’ fight. 

The bolsheviki now have reached a 
point seventy kilometers north of 
Warsaw. 

Polish Rulers to Stay. 

Premier Witos, in a statement to the 
Polish newspaper men today, said the 
government would remain in Warsaw 
ndefinitely. . 

Asked regarding the foreign lega- 
jons, the premier said representatives 
lesiring to stay with the government 
lid so on their own responsibility.

THIRD—Soviet representatives to be 
stationed at Danzig or any other point 
to see that the terms were carried out, 
oh the condition that they refrain from 
propaganda. 

FOURTH—tThe Russian and Polish 
delegates to meet to define lines be- 
tween the armies, and to arrange armi- 

stice conditions.

bolshevik government has refused 
the proposition contained in the 
British government’s last note to 
conclude a ten days’ truce with 
Poland, 

On the receipt of this decisioe. 
David Lloyd George, the British 
prime minister, and M. Millerand, 
the French premier, began discus- 
sion of the best means for imme- 
diately assisting Poland. 


Blow to Lloyd George. 

The rejection by the bolsheviki 
of the British proposal for an im- 
mediate ten days’ truce with Po- 
land, made as a result of Premier 
Lloyd George’s conference last 
Friday with M. Kameneff and M. 
Krassin, the bolshevik represent- 
atives now in London, reached 
Mr. Lloyd George and Premier 
Millerand this morning while 
they were in -conference at the 
home of Sir Philip Sassoon, at 
Lympne, near here. It came as 
a severe blow to Mr. Lloyd 
George’s peace efforts. 

The bolshevik refusal of a 
truce resulted in the conference 
assuming a very warlike aspect, 
and the best and quickest means 
of giving Poland all possible aid 
to stem the bolshewist ‘tide were 
immediately discussed by the pre- 
miers. 

Allies OES to Foch. 

The foremost subject was the 
tentative decision to reimpose the 
naval and economic blockade on 
Russia and also the steps neces- 
sary to insure the free-passage of 
munitions and supplies from Dan- 
zig to Poland. 

Marshal Foch and Field Mar- 
shal ~Sir Henry Wilson took a 
prominent part in the morning 
discussion, and it has been learned 
from an official source that allied © 
aid for Poland will center in Mar- 
shal Foch. 

In the event of a final break in 
the negotiations with the Moscow 
government it is believed France 
will bear the burden of land aid, 
while Great Britain will assume 
full responsibility for the imposi- 
tion of the blockade. 


Not a Final Refusal. 

While the bolshevik refusal of a 
truce is said not to be final, and 
there was mention of some coun- 
ter proposal, the premiers decided 
to complete all plans for Poland’s 
assistance and then to wait a final 
teply from Moscow. 

The memorandum for the truce 
was drafted at Friday’s meeting 
between Mr. Lloyd George and 
MM. Krassin and Kameneff and 
sent by wireless to Moscow for 
an immediate reply. 

The purpose of the truce was to 
halt the bolshevik onward rush on 
the ground they now occupy and 
to arrange temporary peace 
within the next ten days. The 
Poles and the allies were to agree 
not to improve the Polish military 
position, while the bolsheviki 
were to remain on the line they 
occupied on the day of the truce.

REDS FREE YANK 
SERGEANT TAKEN 
IN MINSK DRIVE 


WARSAW, Aug. 8.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—Sergt. William Cook of 
Fay, Okla., of the American typhus ex- 
pedition, captured three weeks ggo by 
the Russian bolsheviki in Minsk, has 
arrived here, having been released by 
soviet authorities. Following his re- 
lease he went to Vilna and thence to 
Riga, where he joined a Red Cross 
courier coming to Warsaw.

WARSAW’S NOTE 
ASKING FOR AID 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8—I[Spe- 
elal.J—The note dispatched by Poland 
to the United States, supposedly to en- 
list the sympathy and aid of this coun- 
try in the war with soviet Russia, had 
not reached Washington tonight, ac- 
cording to the state department. 

Until the note arrives President W1f- 
son will make no definite decision as to 
the course of the administration in 
dealing with the Polish crisis.

ACCEPTS THE ISSUE. 

Gov. Cox accepts the covenant of the league of 
nations as the paramount issue in this election 
and Republicans will be glad that he has done so. 
He says the time calls for straight thinking, 
straight talking, and straight acting. We agree 

He says he is for the covenant as Wilson brought 
it back, with two interpretations, one of which 
means nothing and the other of which might mene | 
almost everything or nothing. 

Mr. Cox in suggesting. his interpretations does 
not follow his own ‘demand for straight thinking. 
The understanding that the United States would 
remain in the league qnly as the league continued 
as an instrument for world betterment means only 
that there would be never ending argument in the 
Unite@ States, the auestion being whether the 
league was altruistic just as .the question now 
being debated is whether it is altruistic and helpful. 

The suggestion that the United States can act 
only within its constitutional limitations is one 
stated definitely in the Lodge resolutions. Pro- 
tecting American sovereignty is the purpose of all 
of them. 

If Mr. Cox is against this Republican policy of 
protection he means very little by his interpreta- 
tions. He virtually accepts the Wilson document 
and is willing to have a natiohal referendum upon 


it; which meets Republican desires. 


& 


The Republicam doctrine is that rather than 
subject the United States to European influences 
and exigencies upon the terms demanded by Mr. 
Wilson it will remain out of the league. The Dem- 
ocratic doctrine is that rather than remain out of 
the league the United States must enter upon the 
terms propgsed by Mr. Wilson. 4 

That issue is clear enough: If the Democrats 
win the sengte would have a popular command to 
ratify the treaty and the covenant. If the Repub- 
licans win the senate will be ordered to rewrite the 
covenant, stipulate precisely the limitations of 
American membership in the council] and assembly 
of the league, and declare to all the nations of 
the world that the United States enters this inter- 
national agreement without one right of sov- 
ereignty and self-determination impaired. 

The Democratic policy is to transfer the seat of 
government in international relations from Wash- 
ington to Geneva, The Republican policy is to 
fetain it in Washington. 


A CHANCE TO CHASTEN THE 


GANGSTER. 
State’s Attorney Hoyne and Coroner Hoffman 
are planning a joint investigation of the alleged 
“fixing” of the coroner’s jury.which conducted 
the inquest into the killing of “Paddy the Bear” 
Ryan. They could not devote their offictal energies. 
to better purpose. Even'an intimation that gang- 
land tampered with justi¢e in connection with this 
murder is a blow at the city’s efforts to rid itself 
of murderers, gangsters, and perversion of justice. 
The faet that a former associate of & man 
hanged for murder was on the coroner's jury 
which exonerated a suspeet in the Ryan killing 
is sufficient to indicate that gang influence figured 
in the case. The fact that this juror subsequently 
announced that “there were two or three friends 
of mine on the jury, too,” is corroborative evidence 
sufficient to justify a most rigid. investigation. 
Gunmen cannot be expected to have respect for 
authority when they can tamper with its adminis- 
tration. If escape from the censequences of mur- 
der is merely a matter of underworld manipula- 
tion, murder remains a profitable business. The 
matter of escaping punishment becomes merely an 
incidental activity of criminal organization, I¢ it 
can begin with the packing of a coroner's jury 
without the knpwiedge of the coroner, it means 
only that the organization is relieved of trouble 
‘and expense in pratecting its members more deeply 
enmeshed. ; 
Organized crime is prepared to carry the battle 
for release of itg members througk the highest 
courts, but it naturally prefers to win at the start. 
As long 4s it feels it has a chance to win, it will 
pursue its crooked ways. Its scorn of established 
authority is both an insult and a menace to the 
community. It can be eliminated only by clearing 
the established channels of justice of a]! suspicion. 


The present. case offers an opportunity for the ) 


coroner and state’s attorney to remove suspicion 
from the public mind, and at the Same time to 
adminster a needed lesson to gangland, 


RACE RIOTS AND WAR. 

The West Frankfort rioting seems to have race 
feeling as at least one of its causes. Vice or crime 
conditions which the local administration of jus- 
tice may not have handled effectually was the pri- 
mary cause, but these conditions seem to have 
been charged to race causes. Whether economic 
competition was also a factor has not yet ap- 
peared. 

At best the situation, as new evidence of dis- 
respect for law, is deplorable enough. But the 
race factor adds a #till graver consideration. It is 
probably inevitable that where foreigners of an 
inferior class have imported old world standards 
into small American communities there will soon 
be trouble. In the great cities these areas are 
} snored as long as the corditions prevailing within 
hem do not threaten the American residents. In 
a smaller unity segregation is not so easy 
and fric must soon arrive. 
_ We must consider these possibilities with some 
disquiet. Not only do they threaten our domestic 
peace but in some cases very grave international 
difficulties, if not war. For example, the threat of 
anti-Japanese riots on the Pacific coast, which we 
fear is growing greater, casts a very dark shadow 
on ouf prospects of peace. Violence to the na- 
tionals of some countries we might compose, but 
vielopce to the Japanese would produce results it

Thompson is a product of the Lorimer, Jamieson, 
Lumdin machine. He always has been associated 
with it. Lundin always was associated with it. 
It was associated with the public utility corpora- 
tions when the cities, chiefly Chicago, were fight- 
ing to preserve any rights and establish the power 
of control over corporations which now is exercised. 

Lundin was against that fight then. The people 
were trying to rid themselves of corporation rule, 
and any citizen of the state whose memory goes 
back twenty years knows the facts of the political 
contest to take the power ef naming governors and 
legislators and judges away from Chicago corpora- 
tions. 

This is the first time that a Chicago organization 
seeking control of the state ever had contro! of the 
city government. Lorimer never had control of the 
city government when he was in control of the 
state. That balance at least was preserved. The 
city, the greater part of this time, was under Carter 
Harrison and Harrison was fighting the corpora 
tions which Lorimer was aiding. : 

The city government was a check against the 
state. Now if Lundin and Thompson won their 


ment and state government would be directed to- 
gether. This ts the first time that a Chicago Tam- 


That makes the situation different and worse, as 
any downstate citizen can perceive. The control 
ence established would be supported by all the 
powers of state and city patronage and influence. 
This combination would fasten it on the state 
tightly. 

Thompson is strong in Chicago because he has 
all the powers of government to back him. He can 
use them all for his political measures and of 
course he does. If the state gives him and Lundin 
the chance to use state powers as well the worst 
government the city ever knew will be converted 


Minto the worst govetnment the state ever knew, 


and it will be fastened on to stay. 

With @ little understanding of the danger it may 
not be hard for the state to avoid it, but later, if 
it is not avoided, a full realization of all its badness 
may not enable the state to get rid of it. 


BAITING THE SOVIET TRAP. 

No one should work more than two hours a day. 
Every workman should own an automobile. Capl- 
tal should supply the chauffeurs. Each workman 
should have a summer vacation of at least two 
months at some seaside resort. 

Those are high lights in “the propaganda ex- 
pounded by one John Alexander, or Alexander 
Jaunuiksna, a leader in the world soviet move- 
ment, now in custody for draft evasion and other 
things. He recites the creed glibly as an appeal 
to American workers to join his cause. They are 
interesting chiefly in contrast to the practical de- 
velopment of the soviet régime. He makes prom- 
ises. The Russian soviet is supposed to demon- 
strate the successful working out of those pi v»m- 
ises. : Extracts from Russian soviet records, there- 
fore, are entertaining as showing how seriously 
Alexander may be taken by those to whom he 
appeals. 

Trotzky’s report at the ninth congress of the 
Russian Communist party, as published in the Mos- 
cow Izvestia, March 21, 1920, says: “ Under a uni- 
fied system of economy the masses of workmen 


‘ghould be moved about, ordered and sent from 


place to place in exactly the same manner as sol- 
diers. Without this we are unable to speak seri- 
ously of any orga n of industry on a new 
basis in the conditions of starvation and disorgan- 
ization existing teday.” 

The Krasvaya Gaseta (Red Gazette) of April 18, 
1920, reveals the fact that failure to accept this 
compulsory labor is punished by imprisonment. 
Desertion fromthe labor army is punished ag de- 
sertion in war. In support of this soviet policy, 
Karl Radek, former bolshevist envoy to Germany, 
in the Moscow Pravada of April 4, 1920, said: 

“It (the Communist party) will put the working 
masses on their feet to perform this heroic work, 
just as it led them to heroism in war.” 

The central executive committee of the Com- 
munist party in March made the following declara- 
tion of principle: 

“The soviet régime is cénfronted by the of 
raising the intensity of labor on the basis ies 
economy and in the interests of the toiling masses.” 

There is nothing in these statements about limit. 
ing labor to two hours a day and providing 
laborers with automobiles. They reveal only that 
practical communism works out to increase the in- 
tensity of labor, to eliminate freedom of choice of 
labor, to eliminate the right ‘to strike, to punish 
strikers by imprisonment, etc, 

Alexander’s job is to get the workingmen into 
the soviet fold. The soviet’s job is to use him after 
he gets in. If, in view of the facts, any working- 
man succumbs to the Russian Communistic appeal 
he certainly will deserve little better than what he 
will get. That will be plenty. |

Out apologies or shame. 
This statement applies especially to 
bunions, corns, curled toes, and twisted 
toes, Dr. P. W. Roberts holds children’s 
shoes largely responsible for flat foot, 
weak foot, and painful foot. These trou- 
bles arige because the foot rolls inward 
when the weight of the body falls on the 
ankle. He placed a heel bone on a mir- 
ror and photographed it. : 
The photograph showed tim the under 
surface of the bone was fairly circular 
and when set on the mirror touched for a 
short distance. Not even the pad of fat 
below bone altogether does away 
with. tendency of the heel to roll in 
or out. If it roils in, great strain id put 
on the bones, ligaments, and muscles of 
the instep. If the rolling in keeps up, 
the result is broken arch, flat foot, weak 
foot, or painful foot. 


If s person tn walking toes out he is 
very apt to develop broken arches or 
‘geome one modification of broken arch. 
Children wearing heavy shoes are apt to 
toe out. Some children wear their heels 
on the inside edge; the heels of their 
shoes run down on the inside. The heels 
of some children are prone to turn in. 
A parent can easily recognise any of 
| these tendencies. A child begins to walk 
soon after reaching one year of age. At 
that time three of the bones of the feet, 
while they have begyn to ossify, are still 
largely composed of cartilage. The other 
bones are altogether cartilage and re- 
main so for a few years. If the weight 
of the body falls on the inner side of 
the heel that bone develops improperly 
and the tendency to roll inward grows as 
time goes on. 
~ This tendency of the heel to roll in- 
ward Dr. Roberts corrects by simple 
mechanical appliances, 


In some cases building up the inner 
side of the heel slightly is all that is 
needed. In some a little wedge work at 
the heel throws the weight to the outside 
and makes the heel even on the outside. 
The shoe runs down in that direction. 
(Some one has claimed that persons who 
run their heels down on the outside sel- 
dom suffer from fallen arches.) 

The simpler means are not sufficient. 
Dr. Roberts places in the shoe a small 
brace which presses against the inside of 
the heel about an inch up and tilts the 
heel bone outward. 

The parent can foresee flat foot by the 
direction in which his child's heel rocks. 
If it rolls inward he can prevent fiat

Since many fields were affected again 
this year with stinking smut or bunt, 
growers are urged to treat every grain 
of wheat sowing it this fall. 
For many the formaldehyde 
treatment has been used extensively 
and effectively. 

This fungus disease, which trans- 
forms the kernels into smut balls, has 
been kept in check over the wheat 
belts by using both the sprinkling and 
soaking methods. It is believed, how- 


ever, that the latter method is the’ 


best and the one that should be used. 

The first requirement is to use good 
seed and run it through a fanning 
mill to remove the dust, chaff, and 
emall and shriveled grains before the 
treatment is applied. This gives bet- 
ter results and reduces the skimming 
in the soaking vats.

QUICK SHIFTS OF 
PRICES FEATURE 
WEEK IN STOCKS 


The New York Times. 


New York, Aug. 8—[Special.)—It 
would be impossible to select the in- 
fluence which had most weight on lest 
week's financial and commodity mar- 
kets. Powerful forces were at work, 
but their manifestations were clearer 
in direct results than in what they 
forecast for the next few weeks. 

Industrial stocks fell sharply; railroad 
stocks held their ground fairly well; 
railroad bonds rose from 1 to 3 points. 
Future wheat contracts, starting from 
around $2.06% per bushel, advanced more 


than 82 cents amid violent fluctuations. 


Cotton moved downward. 
Slamp in Exchanges. 

The European exchanges fell rapidly, 
sterling selling off from its maximum 
quotation of 3.72 to 3.55% before a laté 
recovery lifted the quotatiOn about 15 
cents to the pound. Except in the stock 
and bond market, quick changes of price 
were a marked feature, denoting a high 
degree of uncertainty among partici- 
pants. 

The serious situation tn Poland un- 
doubtedly tended ta increase market de- 
pression, but it was noticeable in Wall 
Street comment that this factor was 
held less eventful than other matters. 

_ What impressed the market following 
more than the foreign news was evi- 
dence that banking effort to contract 
joans was growing more insistent, if 
anything, as.time passed. And it seemed 
-as though talk of business reaction was 
vieing with the credit situation as a 
foremost influence behind sales of stocks. 


Price Trend Reflected. 

The argument cowld be presented that 
the underpinning of the stock market 
was measurably strengthened by the 
week's heavy sales. 

The widely held theory that a readjust- 
ment toward a lower price level is un- 
dey way in many lines received justifi- 
cation in the movement of stocks, for 
the share market is believed to discount 
industrial and business occurrences in 
advance. Thus a severe break draws the 
time for stability nearer much more 
quickly than a prolonged period of dwin- 
dling quotations, as in May and June.

U.S. TO OFFER 6% 


ON NEW ISSUE 
OF $150,000,000 


The United States government will re- 
turn to offering 6 per cerit for money in 
announcing today a new issue of one 
year treasury certificates of indebted- 
ness. Such a high rate has been paid 
on only one previous issue, which was 
also of one year maturity and was af- 
fered tn June. This rate, which means 
a somewhat higher yield when the tax 
ption feature of the certificates is 
into consideration, is further evi- 
dencé of the present credit stringency. 

The treasury seeks $150,000,000 through 
the current certificate issue, which is not 
acceptable in payment of federal income 
and profits taxes. The certificates will 
be dated Aug. 16 and will mature Aug. 
16, 1921. Interest is payable semi-an- 
nually, there being two interest coupons. 

The certificates will be issued in de- 


nominations of $500, $1,000, $5,000, $10,- 
000, and $100,000.
